ARTICLES OF FAITH 


I. We believe that the Holy Bible, written by men di- 
vinely inspired, and full of unmixed truth, is a perfect 
rule of faith and practice. 


II. We believe in one God, Father, Son and Holy 
Ghost. 


III. We believe that man, once holy, fell by voluntary 
transgression from that happy state, and is now utterly 
void of holiness. 


IV. We believe that sinners are saved by grace alone. 


V. We believe that men are justified by faith in the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 


VI. We believe that salvation is free to all who will 
accept the Gospel. 


Vil. We believe that except a man be renewed by the 
Holy Spirit he is not qualified or prepared for the king- 
dom on earth, or to enjoy his glory hereafter. 


VITL. We believe that repentance toward God and faith 
in the Lord Jesus Christ are the duties of every one who 
hears the Gospel. 


IX. We believe that election is the general purpose of 
God, by which He graciously regenerates, sanctifies and 
saves sinners. 


X. We believe that sanctification, begun in regenera- 
tion, and ever progressive, is the process by which we are 
made to partake of God’s holiness. 


XI. We believe in the resurrection of the saints; that 
they are kept by the power of God through faith unto 
salvation. 


XII. We believe that God’s law is the only, the eter- 
nal.and unchangeable rule of His church and moral gov- 
ernment. 


XIII. We believe that a Church of Christ is a congre- 
gation of baptized believers, united in the faith and fel- 
lowship of the Gospel, observing the ordinances and obey- 
ing the laws of Christ; and that its officers are pastors 
and deacons. 


XIV. We believe that Christian baptism is the im- 
mersion of a believer in. water by a properly qualified 
administrator, into the name of the Father, Son and Holy 
Ghost. 


XV. We believe that only such as have been properly 
baptized and received into the fellowship of a regularly 
organized Baptist church should partake of the Lord’s 
Supper. 


XVI. We believe that the Lord’s day or Christian 
Sabbath should be devoutly observed and sacredly devoted 
to religious services. 


XVII. We believe that civil government is of divine 
appointment and that the Governors of States and na- 
tions should be obeyed when the laws they seek to en- 
force are not in conflict with the Gospel. 


XVIII. We believe in the future resurrection .of the 
dead. 


XIX We believe in the final judgment; and that, in 
that day, the righteous and wicked will be separated 
forever. 


XX. We believe that the righteous will be made happy 
forever in Heaven, and the wicked miserable forever in 
hell. 


CHURCH COVENANT 


Whereas, it is the incumbent duty of those who are 
favored with the dispensation of the grace of God to em- 
brace His covenant, acknowledge His government, profess 
His name, and uniting together in the faith and fellow- 
ship of the Gospel, we do now, in the presence of the great 
eternal God, who knows the secrets of all hearts, and 
before angels and men, acknowledge ourselves as under 
the most solemn obligation to be the Lord’s, and we ac- 
cordingly covenant and agree: 

1. That we will take the only living and true God, 
one God in three persons, Father, Son and Holy Ghost, 
to be our God. 

2. We solemnly and unreservedly give up ourselves, both 
soul and body, and all we possess, to Almighty God to be 
ordered, directed and disposed of by Him according to the 
counsel of His holy will. And this we do in humble de- 
pendence on the grace of the Holy Spirit to aid and sup-

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port us in these secred engagements, and hoping for ac- 
ceptance and salvation through the mirit and mediation of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. 

3. We take the Scriptures of the Old and New Testa- 
ments to be our rule of faith and practice in the great 
concerns of religion and the general affairs of life; and 
particularly in the services and business of the Church. 

4. We promise to maintain communion and fellowship 
with each other, in the public worship of God, according 
to the various ordinances of the Gospel, “not forsaking 
the assembling ourselves together, as the manner of some 
is,” but embracing all appointed seasons for this purpose, 
as the providence of God shall permit. And also to exer- 
cise mutual love and forbearance, praying for and sym- 
pathizing with each other in the various circumstances of 
life. and using every laudable endeavor to provoke to love 
and good works. 

5. We promise to pay a respectful regard to the advice 
and admonition of the Church, and to be subject to its dis- 
cipline, as directed by the word of God and conducted in 
the spirit of the Gospel. 

6. We promise to contribute according to our ability 
for the support of public worship, for the relief of the 
poor of the Church, and for the advancement of the Re- 
deemer’s kingdom in the world: to conduct ourselves with 
uprightness and integrity and in a peaceful and friendly 
manner towards mankind in general, and to all who are of 
the household of faith in particular; an dalso to pay a 
conscientious regard to civil government. , 

This covenant we make with the free and full consent | 
of our souls, hoping through rich, free and boundless grace 
we shall therein be accepted of God unto eternal life, 
through Jesus Christ our Lord: to whom be glory and 
majesty, power and dominion everlasting. Amen.

3. Church Meetings for Business—Wednesday night 
after the first Sunday of each month, at which, so far as 
possible, all business of the Church shall be transacted. 

4. Prayer Meetings of the Church—Wednesday night of 
each week. 

5. Deacons’ Meeting—Monday night after first Sunday 
of each month. 

6. Young Peoples’ Meetings: Senior B. Y. P. U. every 
Friday night at 7:30; Junior B. Y. P. U. every Sunday aft- 
ernoon at 3 o’clock; Intermediate B. Y. P. U. every Sunday 
evening at 6:30.

10. The Missionary Society meets every third Monday 
afternoon at 3 o’clock. 

11. The Girl’s Auxiliary and the Young Women’s Aux- 
iliary meet every Monday night after the second Sunday 
at 7:30.
